Miller 
has been out of politics since Eger de- 
feated him two years ago. His re- 
entrance precipitates a hard light in 
Libertyville at the election in April, 
both men having a strong following, 

Another surprise was the defeat for 
republican nomination for supsrviaor in 
Warren township, by Freeman Clow 
M*ho won the nomlnatian over Super- 
visor Ralph Chittenden by a vote of 117 
to 97. 

In Ela a hard fight was waged for the 
supervisor nomination In which Clem 
Small opposed Supervisor Emil Ficke 
but the latter won better than two to 
one. 

In Wauconda ft had been refrorted 
that lormer Supervisor Jack Raymond 
would oppose Supervisor Brooks, but he 
did not enter the race hence Mr. Brooks 
was unopposed. 

Supervisor^Maether of Vernon was 
also unopposed.

DEATH IS 

CAUSED BY 

DIPHTHERIA 

Death visited the home of Wm. E, 
Volkman Tuesday morning and almost 
without warning removed therefrom the 
eldest, child Alfonse. 
/The child whose age is about twelve 
years, had been staying with rela- 
tives at Burilngton 'and attending 
school there, coming to his home 
here on Saturday for a couple of days 
stay. The first symptom of his Illness 
was on Monday morning when ho com- 
plained of a sore throat Later in the 
day a physician was called but even 
then it was not considered perious. 
He continued to grow worse and Tues- 
day morning a cunsultation was held. 
The case was then pronounced diphther- 
ia, and in loss than three hours time he 
had brflathed his last, passing away 
about ten o'clock. 

Mr. Volkman was in Chicago' at the 
time, having loft homo early Monday 
morning and was in ignorance of hia 
sons death until hia return homo Tues- 
day evening.

An unknown man was run down and 
instantly killed by a fast passenger 
train at Rondout Saturday morning 
while he was trying to steal a ride on 
afrieght train that was going in the, 
opposite direction. His compHnion— u 
man named Robert Donke— was Anock* 
ed from the freight train and fell be- 
tween the two trains. Ho sustained 
several deep gashes about the head but 
it is believed that he will recover.* De- I 
puty Corner Conrad presided at the In- 
quest which v/as held Sunday afternoon. 
A verdict of accidental death was 
turned by the jury. 

The identify of the dead man is a 
mystery. He was quite tali and neatly 
dressed and presented a rather refined 
appearance. He had told Donke that 
he was an Austrian and that he had 
lived in the United States about four- 
teen years. He said that he had no rela- 
atives in this county. He said his first 
name v;as "Joe" but he never revealed 
his lastname. The two of them met in 
Minneapolis and because they were both 
stranded and '*up against it" they de- 
cided to cast their lots together. They 
caught afrifght train outof Mindeapolia 
and began the rather dangerous practice 
of stealing rides, In somo places thny 
would stop long enough to work a little 
and in this way they managed to keep a 
little money on haad. It' took them 
four weeks to make Ahe trip from 
minneapolis to Roundout. 

They arrived at Roundout Saturday 
night in a box car. Tho next morning 
decided that they would walk the street! 
car traces to Chicago. They climbed to 
the top of an elevation and there spied I 
a frieght train approaching from the 
south. Theydecided that if thoy could 
catch a ride that It would be easier than 
walking. 

They hurry to tho tracks and as the 
train whirled past Donke leaped up and 
caught the iron railing on one of the 
cars. Hia vision was obscured by steam 
and smoke and he leaned way out so 
that he could see whether or not hia 
companion had caught a ride also. 

The next moment he was stuck by 
acrushing blow that knocknd him from 
hia position to the narrow space be- 
tween the two tracks and a fast pass- 
enger train passed, so close that he 
marvelled at his escape. 

Although. seriously injured he stag- 
gered to his feet the train ha<l pass- 
ed and looked to see how his pal had 
fared. A mishuppen form of flesh and 
clothes showed him tho fate that hod 
befallen his partner under the wheels of 
the passenger train. 

The accident had been witnessed by 
several and they rushed to the assist- 
ance of the injured man. Dr. Churchill 
of Libertyville was called and attened 
his injuries. 

At the inquest Donke teatifit'd that in 
his opinion his friend did not hear the 
opproach of tho passenger train on 
the other track arid was struck just as 
ho was about to climb aboard the 
freight train. There were no papers or 
letters which would help to identify, the 
victim and despite tho fact that ho 
appears to be a man who hos been used 
to better circumstances there is no way 
of conveying tho information to any 
of hia .friends.

BarrmjEton Man Hos Body Crushed in Bell 
of Gasmiiip Engine 

John Jnhnholtz, twentv-thrce years 
old, a young innn residing noir Bftrring- 
ton was instantl.v ktlk-d Monday when 
he was caught in the heavy flywheel 
of tt ga.Hnlinp rnKinc. His head was 
cruHhed like iin egg sht-ll through its I 
contact with the floor and ceiling and I 
both arms and legs were broken hnd in 
fact his body wus crushed almost out 
nil semblance to u human form. 

Jahnholtz was working alone nt the 
time of the accident. He was operat- 
ing a feed cutter which was run by a 
gasoline engine. To shut of the machin- 
cry it was necessary first to shut olT 
the gasoline and finally throw off the 
belt by means of pushing it to one aide 
with a heavy piece of timber, 
. From Indications it is presumed that 
after shutting off the power and before 
the fly wheel had ceased revolving, he 
had attempted to push of the belt. 

The piece of 2x4 that he was using 
evidently slipped and hit the spokes 
and presumably before he could got out 
of the way he was struck by the timber 
and knocked to tht- floor then quickly 
caught up and crashed against the ceil- 
ing 

It happened that the young man's 
brother was driving by the farm at the 
time of the accident. He testified at 
the coroner's inquest that he saw a gray 
looking object dashed against the ceil- 
ing and then fall to the floor. He leap- 
ed from .his buggy and rushing up to 
the shed found that the gray object was 
hia brother's body. Life was extinct 
when he arrived.

The letter comes as an offlcal chal- 
lenge from the Lincoln league camp to 
all gubernatorial candidates who parade 
under the Republican banner to stand 
squarely upon the campaign issues. It 
is a plea to each of the candidates to 
give up sidestepping and "alley hooting" 
to "come out in the open" and measure 
themselves to the standards of honesty, 
personal integrity and courage. 

The letter contains caustic criticism 
of the "reformers" attempt to injtct 
false issues into the campaign by raising 
the cries of "bipartisanism" and 
"Lorimerism." It flays Governor 
Deneen for his alleged collusion to work 
his primary law to his own advantage, 
and asks him if he can measure up to 
the standards of honesty and courage 
which are the real issues. 

Following Is the letter: 

"What are the real issues in this cam- 
paign?" 

'■The real issues are honesty and 
courage in public life, opposed to 
hypocrisy and political chirancy by fake 
reiormera who are subsurvient tools of 
newspaper ownurs. The newspaper 
owners are fattening their puroea by 
profits obtained from school leases. 

"You hear Governor Deneen cry 
'Lorimerism.' Why don't he define 
*Lorimerism'? Governor Deneen 
knows better than any living man in the 
state of Illinois that Senator William 
Lorimer is the moat courageous man in 
public life in this state. Governor De- 
neen also knows better than any living 
man in the state of Illinois that William 
Lorimer is an honest man. But this is 
not an issue iii this camipaign. 

"You, Mr. Deneen are a candi- 
date for Governor. The question is are 
you .an honest man? If so, why dont 
you return the ?243,000 in fees which 
you collected as state's attorney from 
the school fund? You testified 
under oath that you had these fees in 
your possession and that you had appro- 
priated them for your own personal use. 
When you were a candidate for state's 
attorney you promised voters in a meet- 
ing at Spelz's ballon the North Side 
that you would not accept theae^ feet\ 
What are you going to do about that. 

"Governor Deneen you talk about 
'bipartisanism ' Why did you not deny 
my sworn statement in Washington, or 
why did you not have your four politica; 
ward heelers and pay checkcashersdeny 
my testimony? The reason is that 1 
told the truth when I said that you re- 
quested me to assist yon to elect Will- 
iam Lorimar to the oHice of Union 
States Senator. 

./*GovernorDeneen why did you cheat 
ybiir opponets out of first place on the 
ballot? Don'tyou think you exhibit a 
hungry appetite for public office when 
you stoop to collusion with the secre- 
tary of state; in the fact of all preced- 
ents, law and decency, to violate the 
primary law by certifying to your peti- 
tion as first filed when you known that 
Len Small's petition was at the secre- 
tary of state's office first?" 

In explanation of the open letter Mr. 
Lundin said thnt,'>vhile it isaimed at 
Governor Deneen. it is a challenge to 
all candidate for Governor to measure 
their personal honesty and their fitness 
for the oince with the honesty of Len 
Small. 



NOT TO REVOKE POLICIES 

Executive Council Will Take No Steps tm 
Expel Those who Oppose New Rales 

Attorney C. T. Heydeckcr returned 
to his homo in Waukegan the latter 
part of the week after having spent a 
number of days at Rock Island attend- 
ing an important conference of the 
Modern Woodmen of America. 

Practically every camp in tho entire 
state was represented at the meeting 
and a discussion of the proposed new 
rates was the object of the gathering. 
Matters were fully discussed and a. 
number of prominehtmen In the circlea 
of Woodcralt throughout the state werfr 
present E. S. Smith of Springfield, 
who has been a Woodman for longer 
perhaps than nine tenths of members 
nowliving, was one of, the speakers 
and he claimed that the rates could not 
be enforced. The matter of the cor- 
poration now making preparation for 
the future years was touched upon and 
the general opinion was that the rates 
at the present time were sufficient to 
take care of the.needs of the society. 

This month the death claims haye ex- 
ceeded $1,500,000, which Is a little more 
than the rates at the present time are 
bringing in, but this is excessive and 
it is claimed does not happen once in tea 
years. 

On Monday of this week it was'an- 
nouuced that the executive council of 
order, which is now in session at Rock 
Island would take no action looking to 
the expulsion of members of the socifity 
who are opposing the increased rates. 

A committee from the national as- 
sembly, recently held in Minneopolia 
will appear before the Rock Island con- 
vention this week and petition for 
another' head camp meeting to recon- 
sider the rate question.

Senate Bill No. 414, Introduced in the Senate March 23/1911— A Bill for An Act 

to Provide for the Certification of Teachers 



SECTION 1. No person Bhall receive 
for teaching In tho common Bchools 
of this Btato any part of any puhllc 
school fund who does not hold a 
certificate of qualification covering 
the entire period of his employ- 
ment and granted by THE SUPER- 
INTENDENT OF PUBLIC m- 
STRUGTION, a County Superinten- 
dent, or In a city having a popula- 
tion eicoedlng 100.000 inhabitants, 
hy tho Board of Education of such 
city. 

SECTION 2. State certincntos grant- 
led by the Superintendent of public 
Instruction and tho requirements 
for the same ore as follows: 

1. A Ilfo elementary school cer- 
lincate. 

2. A life high school certificate. 

3. Supervisory certificates of two 
grades, flrat and second. A second 
grade supervisory certificate shall 
be valid for five years for euper- 
vlaory work In any district In the 
Etfttc and for teaching in schools 
supervised by tho holder. A first 
grade or life supervisory certlflcate 
shall be valid for supervisory work 
nnd for teaching in any district In 
the state. 

SECTION 5. County certificates grant- 
ed by the county superintendents 
and the requirements for tho same 
shall be as follows: 

A third grade elementarj- school 
certlflcate valid for one year 
in the elementary schools In tho 
county In which it Is issued. 
Applicants for such certificates 
chali be required to pass an ex- 
amination In such subjects of the 
elementary school curriculum as 
may be prescribed by the super- 
intendent of public Instruction. 
The Issuing of this form of certifi- 
cate may be discontinued at the 
option of the superintendent of 
public Instruction. 

2. A second grade elementary 
school certiflcato valid for two 
years In the elementary schools. 
The requirements for this form of 
certificate shall bo graduation from 
a recognized high school or the 
completion of an equivalent prepa- 
ration and a successful examination 



In any of the methods of teaching 
and such other subjects of the ele- 
mentary school curriculum as may 
be prescribed by the superintendent 
of public instruction. 

3. A first grade elementary 
school certificate valid for throe 
years In the elementary schools, 
renewable Indefinitely for periods 
of threo years. Requirements shall 
bo graduation from a recognized 
high school or an equivalent prep- 
aration ond four years successful 
teaching and an examination, etc., 
from a list of subjects prescribed 
by the superintendent of public In- 
struction. 

4. A limited high school certifl- 
cato valid for ono year, etc. Ue- 
roqulreraents, graduation from a rec- 
ognized high school, etc.. and a 
successful examination In English, 
etc., chosen from a list prescribed 
by the superintendent of public In- 
struction. Tho issuing of this form 
of certificate may be discontinued 
at the option of the superintend- 
ent of public instruction. 

6. A high school cortlflcate, upon 
an examination upon subjects clios- 
en from a list prescribed by tho 
superintendent of public Instruc- 
tion, etc. 

SECTION 6. Examinations for county 
certificates shall bo held at the va- 
rious county seats on tho same day, 
under such rules as may be pre- 
scribed by the superintendent of 
public Instruction, and questions 
for each examination shall be uni- 
form throughout tho stato, and 
prepared by a committee of seven 
county superintendents appointed 
by the superintendent of public In- 
struction. Such questions sball ho 
forwarded to the county superin- 
tendents, under seal, to be brolton 
only at the time of examination and 
In tho presence of applicants. Tho 
county superintendent shall con- 
jduct the examination In his county 
and at tho close of tho examination 
all papers shall be graded by tho 
county superintendent or tho super- 
intendent of public Instruction, nt 
the option of tho applicant, such 
option to be daclorod In advance 



of the examination. The papers 
sent to the superintendent of pub- 
lic Instruction, when graded, shall 
be returned to the county superin- 
tendent, who shall Issue the certifi- 
cate of tho kind designated to each 
applicant In his county who has 
passed the examination. 

SECTION S. An applicant for a cer- 
tlflcate who has not completed a 
high school course shall bo admit- 
ted to a preliminary, examination, 
set by the superintendent of pub- 
lic Instruction, on subjects an- 
nounced . In advance, for the pur- 
pose of dotermtning whether such 
applicant possesses an equivalent 
preparation. i 

SECTION 13. Committee of seven ap- 
pointed by the superintendent of 
public Instruction shall be called a 
"Council of Education" and shall 
determine what the word "recognlr- 
ed" means when used In this act 
In connection with the word 
"school," "college" or "university." 
The rules of such council shall also 
be final In the' matter of determin- 
ing the meaning of the words "high 
school" and "equivalent prepara- 
tion" as used In this act, and all 
other words and phrases In this act 
which have no recognized legal defi- 
nition. 

SECTION 15. For the purpose of as- 
sisting tho superintendent of pub- 
lic Instruction In carrying Into ef- 
fect tho provisions of this act, a 
council of education Is hereby es- 
tablished, consisting of eight mem- 
bers, the superintendent of public 
Instruction, who shall be chairman, 
and seven others appointed by him, 
representing the following school 
Interests: The University of i|l|. 
nols, the State Normal Schools, the 
Non-State Colleges and Universi- 
ties, the City Superlntendency and 
the County Superlntendency, the 
State High Schools, the Non-State 
Schools. k 

The Incidental expenses of the 
council and the necessary travel- 
ing and other Incidental expenses 
of its merabors, Incurred in tho per- 
formance of their ofilclai duties, 
shall be paid from the state treaa- 
ury, from funds appropriated, etc.

Uy ar- 
rangement with Its ownora, tho bual- 
ness manager of tho expedition had 
tlio boat thoroughly repaired and ovo& 
hauled for tbo use of tho oxpodltlon. 

Tho members of tho expedition are: 
Dr. Ludwlg Bruhl, who leads the on- 
tcrprlae and who undertakes tlio hy- 
drographlc and biological work; Di- 
rector H. Kocfocd, assisted by Prof. 
S. P. L. SoreusoQ, head ot tho chemi- 
cal department of tho well known 
"ICarlBberg-LAboratoriums," tho means 
for tho chemical researches being fur- 
nished by tho Knrlsburg -fund In Co- 
penhagen and Herman Schoedoof iBor- 
Un. 

It Is planned that these scientists 
ehall dovoto about three montha to 
this work, returning to Europo about 
tho end of January. Of this timo 
thirty or forty days will bo spent on 
tho Dead Sea Itself, and the rest of tho 
tlmo in land work ashore. It la an- 
nounced that the Investigations will 
follow on tho samo lino with tho Uni- 
ted BtatcB survey of tho Dead Sea by 
Lieutenant Lynch in 1S48, as far as 
that admirable work extended. It will 
follow up tho lines of tho Uuke do 
Luyno's oxpiorntlons In 1864. Since 
these dates no Important hydrographlo 
or chemfcal researches haro been 
made. At the command of tho late 
Bultan of Turkey Dr, Blankenhom 
made Investigations In different sclcn- 
tiflc directions a few years ogo, whoso 
preliminary report touched on many 
questions of much Interest, but, as far 
as the writer can ascertain, his Unal 
report has 'not been mado accosslblo 
to scholars generally. 

It is popularly asserted that the 
depth of the Dead Sea has been grad- 
ually Increasing during the last few 
decades — that Is not to say that the 
waters have been steadily encroach- 
In^ on the shores. This apparently la 
proved by the existence of partly sub- 
merged forests' on tbo east shore and 
by gradual disappearance of an islanif 
that appears In sketches and photo* 
graphs of tho north end of the sea 
made thirty or forty years ago. This 
Question wlU doubtless be : authorita- 
tively decided by the Investigations 
about to be made.

Omaha, Neb. — John Dowd and John 
[Taylor, alias "Shorty" Gray, two of 
tho convlota who escaped last Thurs- 
day from tbo Btato penitentiary at 
[Lincoln, and Roy Blunt, an Innocent 
'Tlotlm of their murderous attempt to 
'gain liberty, aro doad oa tho result of 
\D, battle botwoen the bandits a;nd law 
lofflcerB, 

Taylor was slain by a poBse. 
'It Is bellev«d Dowd also waa 
IklUed by the posBo, but hla Burvtvltig 
icompanlon says he committed suicide. 
Charles Morloy, the third of tho trio, 
isaved his life by surrendering to tho 
offloorfl, Witt whonx'ho had fought a 
running battle for two and a half 
'mUcB over country roads with horses 
on tho gallop. 

Armed with Bhotguns and revolvera, 
while their pursuers had repeating 
rifles, tho couvicta w«ro within a few 
miles of Omaha, whore they expected 
to find friends who would shield them, 
When tho fatal battlo took place. 

Early In tho day the telephone ox>- 
orator at. Gretna, IB mllea south of 
this city, gave tho alarm of tho pres- 
ence In that vicinity of the dcsporato 
mon. Six posses soon were ready to 
attempt the capture. Tbeso Included 
a band of Omaha detoctlves and pa- 
trolmen. BherlCf McShano of this coun- 
ty and his deputies and Sheriff Hyers 
and his deputies from Lincoln. Bhoi^ 
Iff Chaso of Sarpy county, with hla 
deputies, aro also within striking die- 
tnnoe. South Omaha sent two posses 
under Chief of Police Briggs and the 
Gretna company of the National Guard 
waa on the acono. 

Chief Briggs of South Omaha and 
his deputy. John C.Trouton. were lead- 
ers In the party which overtook and 
vanquished tho three convlcta and 
ahot Blunt, the Innocent victim. Briggs 
loft thlB city on an early special train 
with several Omaha police ofllcerB, 
All left tho train at Springfield and 
there learned of tho movements of 
the convicts. 

Eight miles from Omaha the offloers 
caught up with the vohlcl© carrying 
the convicts, noor Mowlnklo schooL 
Young Blunt was forced to laah his 
horsos into a run. but the offlcers Itept 
up < tho chase. 

When thoy wore within a hundred 
yards of the pursued jnon Briggs and 
Trouton opened fire with their rifles, 
Tho convicts replied. 

There was a halt when young Blunt 
toppled back Into tho wagon, the vic- 
tim of. a bullet Ohlef Briggs Jumped 
from his buggy and fired at the men 
In the wagon. Other members of the 
posse Joined In tho fusillade. John 
Dowd was tho next to fa*l. Teylor 
fell the next Instant 
Chief Briggs shouted to Morloy: 
"Drop that gun or I'M blow your 
bead off." 

Morley. who held a big revolver, 
.dropped tho weapon and Briggs oi^ 
dered him to come forward with 
hands up. This Morley did, when 
Briggs took a second revolver from 
one of his pockets. Briggs demanded 
that Morley surrender the other men 
■In the wagon. 

"They are all dead." said Moriey, 
The bodies of the convlcta wore 
, turned over to Sheriff Hyers of Lin- 
coln, and that of young Blunt to his 
family. Hyers took Morley hack to 
Lincoln.

Olson "Strangled" Bill 540 

In looking over recent legislation rel- 
ative to the Dairy interest, we suDmit 
to our readers this week a few facts 
which we have been at great pains to 
procure from the records of the Senate 
and House Journals of the last General 
Assembly, and resp'ectfully refer our 
readers to days and dates, and also to 
the pages of the Journals on which the 
same may be found. 

In the first place a committee was ap- 
pointed in the legislature consisting of 
six House members and four Senators, 
of which E. D. ShurtlefT was chairman 
and A. J. Olson a member, to invest- 
igate the reliability andeiliciency of the 
Tuberculin Test, 

After thorough investigation, the 
committee unanimously reported m 
fayoro^ the anti-tubercutin test law, 
which ia known as House Bill No. 55, 
(note it was not a Senate bill) and 
which is 09 follows: 
^ A BILL For an act to prohibit the estab- 
'lishing and enforcing of the Tuber- 
culin test for Dairy animals by any 
city, village incorporated town, couniy 
or other corporate authority in the 
^tatQ of Illinois. 

Section 1. Bo it enacted by the peo- 
ple of the State of Illinois represented 
in the General Assembly: That it shall 
be unlawful for any city, town, village, 
incorporated town, county or other cor- 
porate authority In the State of Illinois, 
by ordinance, rule or regulation other 
■ than may be established by the law of 
this state, to demand. Ilx, eatabtieh or 
require the tuberculin test to be applied 
to uairy animals as a means or, measure 
of regulating and purifying milk, skim- 
med milk, cream and dairy producta of 
aaid animals in any manner whatever, 
and every such oidinonco. rule, by-law 
or regulation heretofore or hereafter 
passed, demanded, fixed, established or 
required by any such city, village, in- 
corporated town, county' or other cor- 
porate authority other than the State of 
Illinois, la hereby declared to bo void 
and of no elfect. 

Introduced by Mr. Shepard; January 
24. 1911. 

Reed by title, ordered printed, and 
referred to committee on Live Stock 
And Dairying when appointed. 

Mr. Shurtleif drew the above bill and, 
aa boforu stated, Mr.. 3hepard intro- 
duced it. The Chicago Trlfauno under 
date of July 13, 1911, specifically states, 
editorially, that Kdward D. ShurtUff

Want a Thlrtl Fort 
Tho refusal of tho houao of' repre- 
.Bontatlvea to Inoorporato lu tho 

fortification bill tho appropriation 

of $160,000 for a site for a 
coast defenao on Capo Henry was a 
sharp diaappolntmont to most of tho 
good Virginians In tho house, to a 
good many army oQlcers and unques- 
tionably 1 to tho entire population of 
tho tide-water section of the Old Do- 
minion. 

Fort Monroe today has tho safety of 
soveral American cities In Us keoi>- 
Ing. It Is the outpost defense of 
Washington and Baltimore, and with 
Port Wo^l It Btands as a sentinel 
keeping watch over Norfolk and Rich; 
mond. The army men and the Vir- 
ginians think- that a third sentinel 
should be posted, but congressmen 
have taken Issue with them. Across 
tho mingling waters of Ohesapcako 
bay and tho ocean lies Cape Charles, 
whose rough coast Is vlelblo on clear 
days to the gunners on Monroe's par- 
apets, but If what has been said by 
supposed joxperts la true, no projectile 
which the big giins of thb fort can 
hurl over. Is likely to prove effective 
against battleships steaming Into the 
channel close under the Charles pro- 
montory to make the run up the wa- 
ters leading to the capital, 

The forts at Capo Henry southward 
across the entrance to the Inland wo^ 
ters, army men seem to think, would 
nearly perfect the system of defense,' 
but the proposal for a Cape Henry 
fortification Is only one of several 
plans which have been made from 
time to time to complete the defenses 
of the harbor, hay and river. 
Hints at Solflah Interest 
There was a plan flrat to build a fort 
on Capo Charles Itself, but Uter this 
was change^ In favor of ^n plan to 
plant big guns on a half submerged 
Island midway of the entrance to the 
Chesapeake. This plan waa consid- 
ered by congress several years ago, 
and there were hints that some selfish 
Interests were connected with It, but 
no one over made a direct charge, and 
there never was any proof advanced 

of what were but whispered Inalnua- 
Uons. - . , , ■ 

It seems to be the full belief of 
many. army ofllcers that one day ap'ad- 
dltlonal fortification In tho vicinity 
of the Virginia capes will be anthor- 
Ized by congress. As things orgjiuiw 
It Is said that a foreign' fieet with a 
pilot deserving the name on board 
the leading ship, could allp Into the 
Chesapeake under cover of a haze 
while tho shore artillerymen, no mat- 
tor how watchful, would know nothing 
of the movement until there was no 
target to flro at, but the broad wakes 
of the Invading vessels. 

Fort Monroe Is said to be a bul- 
wark of defense In Itself, but It seems 
oven to the lajman that tho picture 
drawn by some of the congressmen of 
a capital laid waate by the guns of 
a foreign fleet, or by troops which had 
secured a landing bock of the preeont 
fortlflcatlona, hi drawn with a free 
hand guided by a freer Imagination. 
If vessels should succeed In getting by 
Ftort Monroe they would have a hard 
time getting up the Potomac river, for 
below Washington the Potomac's 
channel is safe-guarded. 

Make an Easy Target 

Pictures also have been drawn of 
the demolition of Richmond and Nor- 
folk by hostile guns. It wotild seem 
that the Virginia capital and its sea- 
port ; might be able to rest in confi- 
dence that no foo can come up the wa- 
ter to their troubling.

Then he added 
that his associations with Mr. Taft 
and his close friendship with, him 
made htm know Just how be felt about 
real progressive legislation and Just 
what tie would do to further Its cause 
tf ever he became president.

Be- 
twoen ench oxplratlon of the lunija 
and the succeeding Inspiration thero 
Is a. period of repose. PhyslologlBlo 
have calculated that the heart re- 
poses during nbnut one-fourth of tho 
tlnio. 

Certain of tho other organs auspend 
their activity In part during sleep. 
Old phyBlologlHtH HupiHJsed that aloep 
was oaiiaed by the pressufc of tlio 
binod on tho brain. But modern 
physlnlogy, with a tendency to regard 
the brain as the origin of alt forco 
and of all runctlons of (he body. In- 
dines to the view that sleep la 
caused by a withdrawal of blood from 
the brain. 

As a rule, the larger the brain tho 
more sleep It require.''. AVohstor went 
to bed at nine o'cloeU and rose at 
live, fieneral Oranl used tp say, dur- 
ing his campaigns, "I can do vnoth- 
Ing without nine liotn's' sleep."
